Senator Stille Announces Conclusion 
of Michigan School Code Hearings 


State Senator Leon Stille (R—Spring 
Lake), chairman of the Senate Educa- 
tion Committee, has announced the 
conclusion of the committee's public 
hearings on the review of Michigan's 
School Code. The Code regulates a 
laundry list of school activities, includ- 
ing: standardized testing; busing; the 
length of the school year; teacher certi- 
fication; core curriculum; andtext books. 

Review of the Code by the commit- 
tee followed Governor John Engler's 
"State of the State Address,” given on 
January 17 of this year, in which he 
called forthe repeal of Michigan's School 


Code of 1976. Engler was strongly criti- 
cal of the Code, calling it outdated and 
outmoded. 

Over the past six months, the Sen- 
ate Education Committee held a series 
of 12 Statewide hearings to help the 
committee determine which sections of 
the Code should be eliminated or re- 
tained. During the course of the hear- 
ings, said Stille, the focus became one 
of revision rather than outright repeal. 

The hearings were attended by 
more than 1,000 individuals, including 
educators, administrators, school board

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Pitoniak Objects to Engler's 
“Plus Care" Funding Veto 


Representative Gregory Pitoniak 
has expressed utter dismay at Gover- 
nor John Engler's recent veto of funding 
for the Plus Care program in Wayne 
County. Plus Care is the coordinated 
inpatient-outpatient health-care pro- 
gram provided to over 40,000 indigent 
residents of Wayne County who are not 
eligible for Medicaid. 

"Plus Care is the most efficiently 
run indigent-care program in the State,” 
said Pitoniak. "Forthe Governor to veto 
funds for this program, which he helped 
establish, is beyond me.” Over 40,000 
people receive care under what Pitoniak 
described as alow-cost, managed-care 
program that saves both the State and 
private hospitals millions of dollars per 
year. 

As it stands now, the County has 
lost $16 million for the program, said 
Pitoniak. The funding cut was part of an 
overall $50-million veto by Governor 
Engler of General Fund dollars in the 
Department of Social Services budget. 
Of that $50 million, $6.5 million was for 
Plus Care, which would have qualified 
the program for another $9.5 million in 
Federal matching funds. 

"Without the State's share, this cost- 


effective programwill be seriously com- 


promised, turning away over 8,000 per- 
sons from managed Care and forcing 
them back into using extremely costly 
hospital emergency rooms," Pitoniak 
explained. If the medical care for these 
people is dumped back into the State's 
hands, he added, the cost will be many 
times the $6.5 million that Governor 
Engler has cut from next year's budget. 
"It seems as though the Governor is 
punishing Wayne County for running a 





fiscally responsible program," he con- 
cluded. 

Plus Care was developed approxi- 
mately four years ago through a unique 
partnership between Wayne County, 
local hospitals, and the State of Michi- 
gan. Plus Care operates in place of the 
State Medical Plan which serves indi- 
gent populations in all other counties in 
the State. As Plus Care operates today, 
the cost to the State is $12 per person 
per month. All other State-run indigent- 
health-care programs cost Michigan 
taxpayers nearly four times this amount 
per person. 0
